A Mournful Story. 

Tho New York "Herald" says the 
village of Woodhull, Steuben county, 
has beeu thrown in great excitement 
by tho report that Mrs. .John 
Farris, daughter of the Rev. 
Joseph Thomas.of the Woodhull Pres- 
byterian Church, had committed Bui- 
cide at Watkins, by throwing herself 
in front of a locomotive on the North- 
ern Central Railway. The truth of 
the report was substantiated by the 
arrival there of the lady's mutilated 
remains. The death of Mrs. Farris, 
or -move properly Miss Tin. mas, was 
more than a suicide. It was domestic 
tragedy, instigated by tho unparallel- 
ed villauy of a man to whom she was 
married about two weeks ago, and for 
whom she loft a happy and cultivated 
homo, followed by tho congratulations 
of a large circle of friends, to find that 
sho had been most hoaitlessly deceived. 
Laviuia Thomas, the dectased, was 
twenty-four years of age, and up to 
tho time of the marriage mentioned 
was the centre of an admiring circle, 
composed of the best society of Wood- 
hull. She was handsome and accom- 
plished although her parents were in 
comparatively poor circumstances. A 
few months siuco she formed tho ac- 
quaintance of a man named John 
Farris, a few years her senior, who 
came to tho place from Ithaca, and 
clerked in a thy goods store. Ho was 
of pleasing addr.Bi and winning 
manners , and soon won the heart of 
Miss Thomas. Her parents thinking 
well of I'arrif, there was no obstacle 
to the marriage of the two, and the 
ceremony was performed at tho time 
above mentioned, tho father of tho 
bride officiating. From Woohull 
tho newly married pair started on a 
brief wedding tour. The} went to 
Watkins and stopped at tho Laugdon 
House. After spending too or three 
days there, the young wife noticed a 
decided change in the conduct of her 
husband. From being kind and lov- 
ing, he beramo cross and neglect- 
fuf, ami finally on the third day ap- 
peared before her considerably in- 
toxicated. Sho was almost cr.i/.od 
at tho conduct of Farris; but attempt 
ed to lovingly remonstrate with him, 
when he pushed her from him, and, to 
her, horror, cooly told her that she 
was not his wife, as he had been pre- 
viously married, and his wife was liv- 
ing at Ithaca. He also said that he 
intended to leave her and go back to 
Ithaca, and that the best thing she 
could do would bo to enter a house of 
prostitution, even suggesting to her 
the name of one, and offering to eon- 
duct her to it. He then went away, 
leaving the heart broken young wo- 
man without paying the bills that had 
boon contracted at the hotel. Enquiry 
on her part proved that what her sup- 
posed husband had told her was too 
true, and that he was a notorious 
scoundrel and thief. Having no money 
Miss Thomas left her trunk at tho 
hotel as security for the payment of 
the bill. She could not gather courago 
to return to her homo and face the 
scandal her unfortunate marriage 
would in ike, and so she determined to 
work in Watkins for a time. She 
found employment as a domest ic ser- 
vant on Saturday last, at the house of 
Mr. David Solomon, a prominent busi- 
ness man of Watkins, to whoso 
f tmily she related tho story of her 
greatwroug. On .Monday .Mr. Solo- 
mon went to the hotel to arrange for 
taking Miss Thomas' trunk away, when 
the discovery was made that it had 
been broken into and rifled. Farris 
had returned to tho hotel on Sunday 
and procured admission to the room 
lately occupied by him and the de- 
ceived Miss Thomas, and suspicion at 
onco fell on him as the thief. Miss 
Thomas l 4 nd in the trunk a lino gold 
watch, winch was a wedding present 
from her mother, a gold chain and 
other iewollery, whioh were all stolon. 
A warrant was issued for the arrest of 
Farris. ami he was capturod and lodg- 
ed in gaol. Miss Thomas remained at 
Mr. Solomon's doing the work as a 

; servant, and refusing "»> proceed 
against the villain who had dostroyod 
her happiness. She rarely spoko, 
and sootuod to think that alio 
was shunned by all who saw her. On 
Wednesday evening last, after she had 
finished. her supper work, she told Mr. 
Kolonion that sho was going upstairs 
to write a letter to her mother. A few 
minutes afterwards sho came down 
with her hat on, and went out of tho 

..backdoor. Ono of tho family, sup- 

Saning that sho was going to tho Post 
ffice, called after her and told hor 



that was not the way. She made no 
reply, and kept on hor way. Not long 
thereafter she was soon near tho canal 
lock, looking down into tho water.and 
subsequently walked down tho railroad 
track. About eight o'clock next even- 
ing, as freight train No. 00, going 
south, was going at a rapid rate about 
a mile below Watkins, tho engineer 
saw a woman standing about ten foot 
from the track, a short distance ahoad. 
He supposed sho was waiting for the 
train to pass. When tho locomotive 
was within a few foet of her, the engi- 
neer saw that sho was very pale, and 
the next, instant ho was horror-stricken 
to see hor spring directly in front of 
the engine. Before ho could sound 
an alarm it struck her, and tho whole 
train passed ovor herbeforo it could be 
stopped. The remains were picked 
up, the face and head alone of the un- 
fortunate suicide being free from mu 
tilatiou. Coroner Thompson took 
charge of tho remains ami held an in 
quest, when the above facts wero elic- 



ited, principal 



Mr. and Mrs. 
Solomon, to whom tho whole of Mhss 
Thomas's pa-nful st »ry was known. 
The feeling against tho brute Farris 
was intense when the facts became 
known, and but for his being in the 
safe protection of tho law, there is no 
doubt but an attempt would have been 
made to give him summary punishment. 
The jury found.a verdict to the effect 
that the deceased came to her death in 
the manner described, wdiile laboring 
under temporary insanity. Her body 
was given in charge of Mr. Solomon, 
who forwarded it to her parents at 
their place. They are almost crazed 
at the tragic end of their daughter's 
life, which they thought was to be one 
of great happiness during her married 
life. 

Mr. Tennyson's Drama. 

London, Juno 24. — The production 
of Mr. Tennyson's "Queen Mary" on 
the sta^o of tho Lyceum Theatre will 
tako placo before Latter. Tho pre- 
cise date depends partly on tho length 
of the run of "Macbeth," which pre- 
cedes it. I believe the idea of bring- 
ing out his drama occurred first to 
Mr. Tennyson during a visit to tho 
Lyceum. He was charmed, as well he 
might be, with tho acting of Miss [sa- 
bel Bateman, and asked to sec her. In 
conversation with Miss Isabel and 
her mother ho mentioned his forth- 
coming "Queen Mary." Presently 
Mr. Irving was sent for, in whom also 
Mr. Tennyson became much interest- 
ed, finding him converse in private 
with an intelligence not less remark- 
able than his acting showed in public. 
In the end Mr. Tennyson proposed to 
send the IMS. of his drama, when com- 
pleted, to Mr. Irving for his opinion 
on its suitableness for representation 
on tho stago; asking Mr. Irving to 
suggest such omissions as ho thought 
necessary, or other alterations. This 
was done, ami it was done in a way 
creditable both to Mr. Irving and Mr. 
Tennyson. Mr. Irving is a conscien- 
tious as woll as cultured artist; with a 
' knowledge of dramatic literature not 
! common on tho stage or off it; and un- 
derstands perfectly the practical ro- 
j quirements of the stage. Anybody 
! could see that tho length of the ,'poem 
I was far too great for actual perfor- 
; mance. Mr. Tennyson was aware of 
it; possibly he wits m.t aware how much 
would need to be cut out. Mr. Irving 
j did his work thoroughly— so thor- 
j oughly that I hear the MS, was rather 
a spectacle when it came back into 
Mr. Tennyson's hands, who, never- 
theless, took it all in good part, and 
accepted his revision as the basis of 
its dramatic representation. Then 
came consultations betweeu Mrs. 
Bateman, now solo lessee and 
manager of the Lyceum, and 
Mr. Tennyson. Visits wore paid to 
the poet at Freshwater, in the Isle of 
Wight. Tho business arrangements 
wore settled amicably, ami on terms 
which secure a very liberal remunera- 
tion to the author if the play succeeds, 
while protecting the manager against 
loss should"Queen Mary," by any pos- 
sibility, fail to draw. Mrs. Bateman 
has beeomo the owner of the exclusive 
right to perform Mr. Tennyson, s dra- 
ma during live years, both in England 
and America. Sho pays tho author u 
fixed sum per night for each represen- 
tation — nothing whoii not performed, 
nor any lump sum for the whole right 
secured. Tho company to whom the 
characters are to bo intrusted has al- 
ready been engaged. As 1 before men- 
tisoned, Mrs. Crowe ( Miss Bateman) 
and Mr. Irving are at the head of it, 
and 1 may add that Mr. Irving's con- 
sent lo appear in tho only part open to 
him is an evidence of disinter- 
estedness, of devotion to his art, and 
of good -will to Mrs. Bateman, which 
ought not to pasa unnoiicod. Tho 
chief part is, of course, Mrs. Crowo's, 
to which all the other characters in tho 
drama are made subordinate by tho 
poot. There have boon few English 
actors who had reached the placo Mr. 
Irving now holds in the profession, 
who would have boon willing under 
such circumstances to accept any 
share in tho performance. Miss Vir- 
ginia and Miss Isabel Bateman are 
also included in tho east.

Wilful "Waste Makoth Woful Want. 

"Wo hav&beforo ua a pamphlet with 
a yellow cover of one hundred and 
odd pages, issued from the British 
Columbia Government press, which 
purports to he a "Statement of Expen- 
diture for the year 1873, unci for the 
-'nine months ended 80th September, 
1874." This pamphlet or yollow book 
waa laid beforo the Assembly at ttio 
late session, butas only a limited num- 
bar of copies were supplied the 
members, very, few constituents have 
been favored with a peep into its tubu- 
lated pages, and those who were must 
have experienced considerable diffi- 
culty iu mastering the hotchpotch of 
figures that is set before them liko an 
indigestible dish a f . dinner. Now, 
there are some items connected with 
this so-called Statement of Expondituro 
account upon winch wo think tax- 
payers wore entitled to a full and clear 
explanation during the .session. The 
Government, however, appeared to 
shirk the duty, and the strongest 
pressure brought to bear on them by 
the Opposition failed to draw forth an 
explanation. We propose to devote ti 
few articles to the consideration of 
Bomeof theitems.and.turniug over the 
leaves haphazard, on page 7 we alight 
on a whole neHt of figures that seem 
to have reference to the Attorney Gen- 
eral's last visit to his constituents at 
Carihoo in 1873. The first 
item which has reference to that 
memorable visit is the following: "G A. 
"Walkem, traveling allowancoon circuit, 
August to October$285." It has always 
been supposed that "travelling allow- 
ances" are meant to cover all the ex- 
penses of atrip made by an official in 
the discharge of his duty. When sub 
ordinate officers are sent on missions 
it is always understood that the expen- 
ses of the trip must not exceed the 
amount set down fur "traveling allow- 
ances" which, we believe, is $5 a day, 
and ought to bo ample to cover all 
reasonable expondituro. Hud the ex 

Eenditure of the Attorney-General 
jen confined to the sum just named, 
we do not think even the most severe 
economist would have had a right to 
grumble: but wo regret to say that the 
expenditure incurred on that trip does 
not stop there. The Province was 
zn--.de to pay for every paltry expense, 
and when every imaginable object 
ou which money could be squandered 
has been mentioned, a final entry i-< 
found under the hood of "petty expenses." 
In his evidence before the Supreme 
Court on Tuesday the Hon. Finance 
Minister was called to the stand and 
■made oath to the existence of the fol- 
lowing rule: 

" All classes of officers are entitled to a 
dally allowance when traveling except mem- 
bers of the Oorernment." 

We should bo sorry to doubt the cor- 
rectness of Mr. Armstrong's evidence; 
but if ho will turn to the yellow-book 
now under discussion he will find nu- 
merous instances of money having 
been paid to mombers of the Govern- 
ment when traveling. In fact, we 
may say that enormous sums have 
disappeared under these headings 
with Mr. Armstrong's knowledge nnd 
consent. Following the $285 item we 
are Jed on to the following: "Har- 
ness, buggy hire, etc., $131; two 
buggy horses bought, $375." Here is 
an actual expenditure of $506, overy 
cent of which wo are prepared to 
prove was unnecessarily and illegally 
spent. If the Attorney-General was 
entitled to $285 for "travailing allow- 
ances" that sum should have covered 
all his expenses, including fare in the 
stage, $120 both ways. If he elected 
to travel like a nabob through the in- 
terior, and felt too nice and delicate 
to sit in a stage with the "common 
herd," he should have been man 
enough to provide the pri 
vilege from his own huge sal- 
ary and should have scorned to ask 
the country to pay for the gratification 
of his luxurious tastes and aristocratic 
proclivities, hi the very next item 
the Province is debited with a "VA- 
LISE, and martingale for the Attor- 
ney General, $15 75." Any one can 
understand that for a gentleman tu 
undertake a long journey without a 
valise or trunk would be to subject 
himself to very great inconvenience, 
and it was a right and proper thing 
for Mr. Walkem to have a receptacle 
for his clothes; although tradition hath 
it t hat when George Anthony first en- 
tered the mines iu '62 ho "flew light" 
in the mutter of baggage— it being all 
contained in a brown paper parcel 
which dangled by a string from his 
little linger; — but we cannot under- 
stand (nor will the country) why the 
taxpayers should be made to pay for 
a valise any more than they should be 
asked to disoharge a liability incurred 
for clothes to put in it. On a subse- 
quent pago we find an entry for "socks, 
buttons, etc," but whether they form- 
ed part of the contents of the valise on 
that occasion, is not stated. Next 
comes f'horsefeed, etc., $13 92; petty 
expenses, $1," the total expenditure 
on page 8 reaching 382167. On page 
7 wo find another little nest of items 
of expenditure having roforonco to the 
same trip, and some of them quite 
droll in their explanation. They com- 
menso thus: "Horsefoud /or Attorney 
General, 84 50 and SO 50." Whr.tin the 
world did tho Attorney General want 
with horflofeed?" If tho entry read, 
"feed for the Attorney General's horses," 
it would be intelligible; but "horaefeed 
/cr tn« AtUriiciy General make* cms ai- 
.it' ..

We next pass, over a long siring 
of entries for"uorso feed for tin. Attorney 
General," and come to the most siguiti 
o nit item of tho lot: "ontH and rope, SI 
75." After all that had preceded this 
.uitry no one will feel surprised that tho 
Attorney General should want "oats;" 
hut what could ho want with a rope.'! Jt 
is consoling to some peoplo, when speak- 
ing of an opponent, to remark, "Oh, give 

him rnpe pimnfrli .mil I i-'H soon llllllghiin- 
selt!" Was tin. At toruey General looking 
for "rope enough 'on that occasion? It 
ho was, ho mil.-,! havo failed to securo it, 
as ho is still in the (lush and is .-aid to be 
preparing for another u ip to tho moun- 
tains, tho cost of which will probably bo 
found set down in tho in \t annual state 
meut under tho heiula of "mpo," lini- 
ment," "horsefeod ," ■■vali-e," and, per 
haps, "pills." So far as appears on tho 
surface this remarkable trio, which 
occupied lesa than two months, cost the 
Province elbvkn iicnd hed am. thirty 
doll a lis and seventy cents!, a sum near- 
ly as large us has hern appropriated by 
tho Lauds and Works Department for 
keeping in repair one hundred miles of tho 
road from Clinton to Cariboo, and a sum 
larger than would be required to place 
Saanieh road in complete repair. But 
there is another point to which we should 
like to draw the public's serious atten- 
tion, viz: tho precedent which has been 
established in these expend it n res of al- 
lowing the head of adepurtmuut t . incur 
any expense he in iv hoc ;i w it !n .iu n voto 
of the Assembly and chargo it all to tho 
account of traveling expenses'. By the 
plan adopted by the Attorney Gem ral 
boots and shoes, socks and drawers, coats 
and trowsera may, bo supplied to an 
official on his travels and the Province be 
obliged to pay for all as readily as they 
have paid for horses and harness, valises 
and liniment, etc., etc., eto., in the state- 
ment we have quoted from. If this sort 
of thing is to go on without a popular 
protest there is no telling where it 
will stop. J ii u few weeks tho Ministers 
will all go before the oountry to heur the 
popular verdict on their acts. If such 
expenses as we havo notified be passed un- 
challenged, the Ministers will consider 
themselves entitled to charge for their 
election expenses, and the whole* revenue 
will be t rii i it 1 nwuy in fucJj items as 
"linimont,""hors6feeil"und "valises." We 
hhall return to this fruitful subject again.

The high 
water washed away the road at that 
place, and as soon as tho water reced- 
ed an attempt was made to repair it, 
or, I should say, a so-called repair 
was effected. Tho natui o of this re- 
pair was such that tho stago iu couse- 
quonce of tiio shakey look of tho patch 
or botch avoided -joing on it by crowd- 
ing into tho bank — a thiiig easy 
enough to do with a four-horse team 
but impossible with a largo team. 
Goyetto, who past half an hour after- 
wards, to a party of 4 gentlemen who 
met him shortly after, said of it, "By 

G , I felt my wagons going dowu 

every foot I went, and did not oxpoct 
to get over it, and some of these big 
teams will go through it." Theso aro 
facts that can't bo disputed. If tho 
road was iu good repair, why was a. 
break left in the road at tho bluff near 
hero for two wooks or more? This 
break did not «top traffic, but still it 
was u break of such a nature that very 
little would have rendered it impassa- 
ble, "a .stitch in timo saves uino" oveu 
in road making. 

Another fact is that Mr. Teagtio, iu 
a couversat ion with a gentleman here, 
said several packers told him tho roud 
was good. Now, what do packers know 
or cure for a waggon-road? Their in- 
terests lie in t lie direction of trails, and 
it would suit Ltieir pockets if the road 
went away tomorrow, if they couid 
only oct round the break with their 
animals. 

Another tliiiiL r : — Why did not Mr. 
T«sogue ask those whom the above pin- 
ches—teamsters? They aro the parties 
to ask as to the possibility of a yvugon 
road, — and there are always plenty of 
comeatablo men who drivej wagons 
weighing with their loads (J tons each 
— are very apt to know what's wanted 
and where tho dangers are. 

Another fact (and the sternest of all ) 
and I've done. Freights last year at 
this timo were plentiful. Shippers 
paid 1 l . to 4 -A cents per pound to Soda 
Creek. Freights are this season about 
the same as Inst, yet shippers pay six 
cents, which is a road toll, and noth- 
ing elso, of one and a half to one and 
two-thirds cents per pound, and 
freights aro ranging upwards, not 
downwards. This sum per pound will 
soon mount to more than would be re- 
quired to put the road in thorough 
good order, and is expended unneces- 
sarily through the miserable economy 
of our government.

The far- 
mer and the gardener will tell you that 
they cannot have enough of that which 
goes to corrupt our city air. Into the 
bosom of mother earth they put all 
that is foul and offensive, and it re-ap- 
peara in green fields, golden grain, 
luxuriant fruits and brilliant flowers. 
They plough up the soil so recently 
detiled, and uot a vestige that offends 
remains. The breath of the newly 
turned earth is redolent with health. 
Thus if you obey nature's laws her 
presence is full of beneficence; resist 
her, and she offends and destroys. 

The application of this law to san- 
itary purposes, loug hidden from mor- 
tals, who me frequently most blind to 
that whirli lies most convenient to 
their observation, has been discovered 
in our day. Only a sluggish aversion 
to change has prevented it from 
spreading abroad and annihilating 
one of the greatest evils that the hu- 
man frame has had to contend against; 
which cuts off the tender infant, and 
lays prostrate the strong man. Man, 
whose patience and ingenuity have 
triumphed over every obstacle which 
rose up against the subjection to our 
use of Btcani, and other potent agen- 
cies of nature, could, if the motive 
were palpable, and the conviction 
strong, bring this, tho most simplo 
and beneficent of her laws, to an 
equally successful application. In- 
dividuals who have tried it. rejoice iu 
the boon. It requires only to be studi- 
ed into a system for public use, to con- 
vert, the stmks of Victoria into tho 
fragnuico of flowers.

Awful Destruction of life- and Property,

New Yobk, July 27- Duncan, Sherman

Tho full extent of the terrible dis- 
aster which has overwhelmed several 
of the Southern departments of France 
is only now beginning to bo fully re- 
alized. Tho whole wide basin of tho 
Garonne is submerged and the .smil- 
ing valley turned info a vast sheet of 
water. Towns and villages have been 
swept away, while tho destruction of 
human life lias been .something ap- 
palling. So suddenly and unexpoetod- 
ly did thin deluge burst upon the 
(loomed districts that hundreds met 
thoir death at their own firesides by 
tho sudden inroad of the destroying 
torrents. Some 20,000 people have 
been made homeless by these floods, 
which in their extent and tho amount 
of damage done are without examplo 
in the history of France. Whole vil- 
lages havo been swept away or lie 
buried beneath the water, tho farm 
houses have disappeared and the crops 
been swept from the face of the coun- 
try. Where a few weeks ago all was 
smiling with promise of plenty is now 
a sud waste of wide-extending waters. 
Nor do tho floods promise soon to sub- 
side. On tho contrary the wal ers apnear 
to be rising, and snow mid rain fall in 
the desolated district as if to com- 
ploto the scenes of horror that have 
been there enacted. Not oven the ter- 
rible devastations caused by the floods 
in IS.",;") can be compared in the suf- 
fering and loss tiny occasioned with 
the plague of waters that so unexpec- 
tedly has fallen upon Franco m this 
present year. The material losses ate 
immense. With praisoworthy prompt- 
ness tho French Assembly voted 100,- 
00(11'. for the immediate relief of the 
sufferers, and the appeal mndo to the 
charity of the French people was ans- 
wered with characteristic generosity. 
Still, the outside aids can but soften 
the force of the crushing disaster that 
has fallen on the people id' the inun- 
dated districts. They are completely 
ruined, and when the waters have 
subsided must proceed to build up 
their fortunes us best they can, One 
quarter of the town of Toulouse was 
almost; completely destroyed. Over 
600 houses of the Faubourg St. Cyp. 
rien were swept away, as were the 
manufactories establish! d on the 
river's bank. Five of the bridges 
wero earned o IT and the railway lines 
completely intercepted. 

The most harrowing scenes were 
presontod in the quarter inhabited by 
the working men. More than 300 ( 
corpses had been discovered in the , 
inundated quarters and hundreds were 
wounded by the crumbling buildings. 
In many cases the soldiers met their \ 
death while endeavoring to succor the 1 
people. But, great as the loss of life 
is known to have been, those suppos- | 
ed to be buried beneath the ruins of 
tho fallen houses will, it. is feared, 
vastly outnumber the corpses already | 
discovered. Until the water subsides 
it will be impossible fully to estimate I 
the loss of life that has occurred. |
